Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2
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SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE; REFERENCES TO TITLE 38, 1

UNITED STATES CODE; TABLE OF CONTENTS. 2

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This Act may be cited as the 3

‘‘Honoring our Promise to Address Comprehensive Toxics 4

Act of 2021’’ or the ‘‘Honoring our PACT Act of 2021’’. 5

(b) MATTERS RELATING TO AMENDMENTS TO TITLE 6

38, UNITED STATES CODE.— 7

(1) REFERENCES.—Except as otherwise ex-8

pressly provided, when in this Act an amendment or 9

repeal is expressed in terms of an amendment to, or 10

repeal of, a section or other provision, the reference 11

shall be considered to be made to a section or other 12

provision of title 38, United States Code. 13

(2) AMENDMENTS TO TABLES OF CONTENTS.— 14

Except as otherwise expressly provided, when an 15

amendment made by this Act to title 38, United 16

States Code, adds a section or larger organizational 17

unit to that title or amends the designation or head-18

ing of a section or larger organizational unit in that 19

title, that amendment also shall have the effect of 20

amending any table of sections in that title to alter 21

the table to conform to the changes made by the 22

amendment. 23

Subtitle A—Toxic-exposed Veterans 3

SEC. 101. SHORT TITLE. 4

This title may be cited as the ‘‘Conceding Our Vet-5

erans’ Exposures Now And Necessitating Training Act’’ 6

or the ‘‘COVENANT Act’’. 7

SEC. 102. DEFINITIONS RELATING TO TOXIC-EXPOSED VET-8

ERANS. 9

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 1710(a)(2)(F) is amend-10

ed by striking ‘‘who was exposed to a toxic substance, ra-11

diation, or other conditions, as provided in subsection (e)’’ 12

and inserting ‘‘in accordance with subsection (e), who is 13

a toxic-exposed veteran’’. 14

(b) DEFINITIONS OF TOXIC EXPOSURE AND TOXIC- 15

EXPOSED VETERAN.—Section 101 is amended by adding 16

at the end the following new paragraphs: 17

‘‘(37) The term ‘toxic exposure’ includes the fol-18

lowing: 19

‘‘(A) A toxic exposure risk activity, as defined 20

in section 1710(e)(4) of this title. 21
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‘‘(B) An exposure to a substance, chemical, or 1

airborne hazard identified in the list under section 2

1119(b)(2) of this title. 3

‘‘(38) The term ‘toxic-exposed veteran’ means a vet-4

eran described in section 1710(e)(1) of this title.’’. 5

(c) DEFINITION OF TOXIC EXPOSURE RISK ACTIV-6

ITY.—Section 1710(e)(4) is amended by adding at the end 7

the following new subparagraph: 8

‘‘(C) The term ‘toxic exposure risk activity’ 9

means any activity— 10

‘‘(i) that requires a corresponding entry in 11

an exposure tracking record system (as defined 12

in section 1119(c) of this title) for the veteran 13

who carried out the activity; or 14

‘‘(ii) that the Secretary determines quali-15

fies for purposes of this subsection when taking 16

into account what is reasonably prudent to pro-17

tect the health of veterans.’’. 18

SEC. 103. EXPANSION OF HEALTH CARE FOR SPECIFIC CAT-19

EGORIES OF TOXIC-EXPOSED VETERANS AND 20

VETERANS SUPPORTING CERTAIN OVERSEAS 21

CONTINGENCY OPERATIONS. 22

(a) IN GENERAL.— 23
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(1) EXPANSION.—Subsection (e) of section 1

1710, as amended by section 102(c), is further 2

amended— 3

(A) in paragraph (1), by adding at the end 4

the following new subparagraphs: 5

‘‘(G) Beginning not later than the applicable date 6

specified in paragraph (6), and subject to paragraph (2), 7

a veteran who participated in a toxic exposure risk activity 8

while serving on active duty, active duty for training, or 9

inactive duty training is eligible for hospital care (includ-10

ing mental health services and counseling), medical serv-11

ices, and nursing home care under subsection (a)(2)(F) 12

for any illness. 13

‘‘(H) Beginning not later than the applicable date 14

specified in paragraph (6), and subject to paragraph (2), 15

a covered veteran (as defined in section 1119(c) of this 16

title) is eligible for hospital care (including mental health 17

services and counseling), medical services, and nursing 18

home care under subsection (a)(2)(F) for any illness. 19

‘‘(I)(i) Beginning not later than the applicable date 20

specified in paragraph (6), and subject to paragraph (2), 21

a veteran who deployed in support of a contingency oper-22

ation specified in clause (ii) is eligible for hospital care 23

(including mental health services and counseling), medical 24
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services, and nursing home care under subsection 1

(a)(2)(F) for any illness. 2

‘‘(ii) A contingency operation specified in this clause 3

is any of the following: 4

‘‘(I) Operation Enduring Freedom. 5

‘‘(II) Operation Freedom’s Sentinel. 6

‘‘(III) Operation Iraqi Freedom. 7

‘‘(IV) Operation New Dawn. 8

‘‘(V) Operation Inherent Resolve. 9

‘‘(VI) Resolute Support Mission.’’; and 10

(B) in paragraph (2)(B)— 11

(i) by striking ‘‘or (F)’’ and inserting 12

‘‘(F), (G), (H), or (I)’’; and 13

(ii) by striking ‘‘service or testing’’ 14

and inserting ‘‘service, testing, or activity’’. 15

(2) PHASE IN.—Such subsection is further 16

amended by adding at the end the following new 17

paragraph: 18

‘‘(6)(A) The Secretary shall determine the dates in 19

subparagraphs (G), (H), and (I) of paragraph (1) as fol-20

lows: 21

‘‘(i) October 1, 2024, with respect to a veteran 22

described in such subparagraph (G) or (H) who was 23

discharged or released from the active military, 24

naval, air, or space service during the period begin-25
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ning on August 2, 1990, and ending on September 1

11, 2001. 2

‘‘(ii) October 1, 2026, with respect to a veteran 3

described in such subparagraph (G) or (H) who was 4

discharged or released from the active military, 5

naval, air, or space service during the period begin-6

ning on September 12, 2001, and ending on Decem-7

ber 31, 2006. 8

‘‘(iii) October 1, 2028, with respect to a veteran 9

described in such subparagraph (G) or (H) who was 10

discharged or released from the active military, 11

naval, air, or space service during the period begin-12

ning on January 1, 2007, and ending on December 13

31, 2012. 14

‘‘(iv) October 1, 2030, with respect to a veteran 15

described in such subparagraph (G) or (H) who was 16

discharged or released from the active military, 17

naval, air, or space service during the period begin-18

ning on January 1, 2013, and ending on December 19

31, 2018. 20

‘‘(v) October 1, 2032, with respect to a veteran 21

described in such subparagraph (I). 22

‘‘(B) The Secretary may modify a date specified in 23

subparagraph (A) to an earlier date, as the Secretary de-24

termines appropriate based on the number of veterans re-25
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ceiving hospital care, medical services, and nursing home 1

care under subparagraphs (G), (H), and (I) of paragraph 2

(1) and the resources available to the Secretary. If the 3

Secretary determines to so modify a date, the Secretary 4

shall— 5

‘‘(i) notify the Committees on Veterans’ Affairs 6

of the House of Representatives and the Senate of 7

the proposed modification; and 8

‘‘(ii) publish such modified date in the Federal 9

Register.’’. 10

(b) OUTREACH PLANS.—With respect to each of 11

clauses (i) through (v) of section 1710(e)(6)(A) of title 12

38, United States Code (as added by subsection (a)(2)), 13

not later than 180 days prior to the date specified in the 14

clause (including a date modified pursuant to such sec-15

tion), the Secretary shall submit to the Committees on 16

Veterans’ Affairs of the House of Representatives and the 17

Senate a plan to conduct outreach to the veterans referred 18

to in the clause to notify such veterans of their eligibility 19

for hospital care, medical services, or nursing home care 20

under subparagraph (G), (H), or (I), of section 1710(e)(1) 21

of such title, as the case may be. 22
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SEC. 104. ASSESSMENTS OF IMPLEMENTATION AND OPER-1

ATION. 2

(a) INITIAL RESOURCE ASSESSMENT AND RE-3

PORT.—Not later than 180 days after the date of the en-4

actment of this Act, the Secretary of Veterans Affairs 5

shall— 6

(1) complete an assessment to determine— 7

(A) the personnel and material resources 8

necessary to implement section 103 (including 9

the amendments made by such section); and 10

(B) the total number of covered veterans, 11

as such term is defined in section 1119(c) of 12

title 38, United States Code (as added by sec-13

tion 302), who receive hospital care or medical 14

services furnished by the Secretary under chap-15

ter 17 of such title, disaggregated by priority 16

group specified in section 1705(a) of such title; 17

and 18

(2) submit to the Committees on Veterans’ Af-19

fairs of the House of Representatives and the Senate 20

a report containing the findings of the assessment 21

completed under paragraph (1), including a specific 22

determination as to whether the Department has the 23

personnel and material resources necessary to imple-24

ment section 103. 25
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(b) INFORMATION SYSTEMS.—Not later than October 1

1, 2024, the Secretary shall establish information systems 2

to assess the implementation of section 103, including the 3

amendments made by such section, and use the results 4

of assessments under such systems to inform the reports 5

under subsection (c). 6

(c) ANNUAL REPORTS.— 7

(1) REPORTS.—Not later than October 1, 2025, 8

and on an annual basis thereafter until October 1, 9

2033, the Secretary shall submit to the Committees 10

on Veterans’ Affairs of the House of Representatives 11

and the Senate a report on the following: 12

(A) The effect of the implementation of, 13

and the provision and management of care 14

under, section 103, (including the amendments 15

made by such section) on the demand by vet-16

erans described in subparagraphs (G), (H), and 17

(I) of section 1710(e)(1) of title 38, United 18

States Code (as added by such section 103) for 19

health care services furnished by the Secretary. 20

(B) Any differing patterns of demand for 21

health care services by such veterans, 22

disaggregated by factors such as the relative 23

distance of the veteran from medical facilities of 24

the Department and whether the veteran had 25
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previously received hospital care or medical 1

services furnished by the Secretary under chap-2

ter 17 of such title. 3

(C) The extent to which the Secretary has 4

met such demand. 5

(D) Any changes, during the year covered 6

by the report, in the delivery patterns of health 7

care furnished by the Secretary under chapter 8

17 of such title, and the fiscal impact of such 9

changes. 10

(2) MATTERS.—Each report under paragraph 11

(1) shall include, with respect to the year covered by 12

the report, detailed information on the following: 13

(A) The total number of veterans enrolled 14

in the patient enrollment system who, during 15

such year, received hospital care or medical 16

services furnished by the Secretary under chap-17

ter 17 of title 38, United States Code. 18

(B) Of the veterans specified in subpara-19

graph (A), the number of such veterans who, 20

during the preceding three fiscal years, had not 21

received such care or services. 22

(C) With respect to the veterans specified 23

in subparagraph (B), the cost of providing 24

health care to such veterans during the year 25
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covered by the report, shown in total and 1

disaggregated by— 2

(i) the level of care; and 3

(ii) whether the care was provided 4

through the Veterans Community Care 5

Program. 6

(D) With respect to the number of vet-7

erans described in subparagraphs (G), (H), and 8

(I) of section 1710(e)(1) of title 38, United 9

States Code (as added by section 103), the fol-10

lowing (shown in total and disaggregated by 11

medical facility of the Department, as applica-12

ble): 13

(i) The number of such veterans who, 14

during the year covered by the report, en-15

rolled in the patient enrollment system. 16

(ii) The number of such veterans who 17

applied for, but were denied, such enroll-18

ment. 19

(iii) The number of such veterans who 20

were denied hospital care or a medical 21

service furnished by the Secretary that was 22

considered to be medically necessary but 23

not of an emergency nature. 24
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(E) The numbers and characteristics of, 1

and the type and extent of health care fur-2

nished by the Secretary to, veterans enrolled in 3

the patient enrollment system (shown in total 4

and disaggregated by medical facility of the De-5

partment). 6

(F) The numbers and characteristics of, 7

and the type and extent of health care fur-8

nished by the Secretary to, veterans not en-9

rolled in the patient enrollment system 10

(disaggregated by each class of eligibility for 11

care under section 1710 of title 38, United 12

States Code, and further shown as a total per 13

class and disaggregated by medical facility of 14

the Department). 15

(G) The specific fiscal impact (shown in 16

total and disaggregated by geographic health 17

care delivery areas) of changes in the delivery 18

patterns of health care furnished by the Sec-19

retary under chapter 17 of such title as a result 20

of the implementation of section 103 (including 21

the amendments made by such section). 22

(d) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 23

(1) The term ‘‘patient enrollment system’’ 24

means the patient enrollment system of the Depart-25
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ment of Veterans Affairs established and operated 1

under section 1705 of title 38, United States Code. 2

(2) The term ‘‘Veterans Community Care Pro-3

gram’’ means the program established under section 4

1703 of title 38, United States Code. 5

SEC. 105. REVISION OF BREAST CANCER MAMMOGRAPHY 6

POLICY OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS AF-7

FAIRS TO PROVIDE MAMMOGRAPHY SCREEN-8

ING FOR VETERANS WHO SERVED IN LOCA-9

TIONS ASSOCIATED WITH TOXIC EXPOSURE. 10

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 7322 of title 38, United 11

States Code, is amended— 12

(1) in subsection (a), by striking ‘‘The’’ and in-13

serting ‘‘IN GENERAL.—The’’; 14

(2) in subsection (b)— 15

(A) by striking ‘‘The’’ and inserting 16

‘‘STANDARDS FOR SCREENING.—The’’; and 17

(B) in paragraph (2)(B), by inserting ‘‘a 18

record of service in a location and during a pe-19

riod specified in subsection (d),’’ after ‘‘risk 20

factors,’’; and 21

(3) by adding at the end the following new sub-22

sections: 23

‘‘(c) ELIGIBILITY FOR SCREENING FOR VETERANS 24

EXPOSED TO TOXIC SUBSTANCES.—The Under Secretary 25
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for Health shall ensure that, under the policy developed 1

under subsection (a), any veteran who, during active mili-2

tary, naval, or air service, was deployed in support of a 3

contingency operation in a location and during a period 4

specified in subsection (d), is eligible for a mammography 5

screening by a health care provider of the Department. 6

‘‘(d) LOCATIONS AND PERIODS SPECIFIED.—(1) The 7

locations and periods specified in this subsection are the 8

following: 9

‘‘(A) Iraq during following periods: 10

‘‘(i) The period beginning on August 2, 11

1990, and ending on February 28, 1991. 12

‘‘(ii) The period beginning on March 19, 13

2003, and ending on such date as the Secretary 14

determines burn pits are no longer used in Iraq. 15

‘‘(B) The Southwest Asia theater of operations, 16

other than Iraq, during the period beginning on Au-17

gust 2, 1990, and ending on such date as the Sec-18

retary determines burn pits are no longer used in 19

such location, including the following locations: 20

‘‘(i) Kuwait. 21

‘‘(ii) Saudi Arabia. 22

‘‘(iii) Oman. 23

‘‘(iv) Qatar. 24
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‘‘(C) Afghanistan during the period beginning 1

on September 11, 2001, and ending on such date as 2

the Secretary determines burn pits are no longer 3

used in Afghanistan. 4

‘‘(D) Djibouti during the period beginning on 5

September 11, 2001, and ending on such date as the 6

Secretary determines burn pits are no longer used in 7

Djibouti. 8

‘‘(E) Syria during the period beginning on Sep-9

tember 11, 2001, and ending on such date as the 10

Secretary determines burn pits are no longer used in 11

Syria. 12

‘‘(F) Jordan during the period beginning on 13

September 11, 2001, and ending on such date as the 14

Secretary determines burn pits are no longer used in 15

Jordan. 16

‘‘(G) Egypt during the period beginning on 17

September 11, 2001, and ending on such date as the 18

Secretary determines burn pits are no longer used in 19

Egypt. 20

‘‘(H) Lebanon during the period beginning on 21

September 11, 2001, and ending on such date as the 22

Secretary determines burn pits are no longer used in 23

Lebanon. 24
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‘‘(I) Yemen during the period beginning on 1

September 11, 2001, and ending on such date as the 2

Secretary determines burn pits are no longer used in 3

Yemen. 4

‘‘(J) Such other locations and corresponding pe-5

riods as set forth by the Airborne Hazards and Open 6

Burn Pit Registry established under section 201 of 7

the Dignified Burial and Other Veterans’ Benefits 8

Improvement Act of 2012 (Public Law 112–260; 38 9

U.S.C. 527 note). 10

‘‘(K) Such other locations and corresponding 11

periods as the Secretary, in collaboration with the 12

Secretary of Defense, may determine appropriate in 13

a report submitted under paragraph (2). 14

‘‘(2) Not later than two years after the date of the 15

enactment of the Supporting Expanded Review for Vet-16

erans In Combat Environments Act of 2021, and not less 17

frequently than once every two years thereafter, the Sec-18

retary of Veterans Affairs, in collaboration with the Sec-19

retary of Defense, shall submit to Congress a report speci-20

fying other locations and corresponding periods for pur-21

poses of paragraph (1)(K). 22

‘‘(3) A location under this subsection shall not in-23

clude any body of water around or any airspace above such 24

location. 25
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‘‘(4) In this subsection, the term ‘burn pit’ means an 1

area of land that is used for disposal of solid waste by 2

burning in the outdoor air.’’. 3

(b) REPORT ON BREAST CANCER RATES FOR VET-4

ERANS DEPLOYED TO CERTAIN AREAS.—Not later than 5

two years after the date of the enactment of this Act, the 6

Secretary of Veterans Affairs shall submit to the Com-7

mittee on Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate and the Com-8

mittee on Veterans’ Affairs of the House of Representa-9

tives a report that compares the rates of breast cancer 10

among members of the Armed Forces deployed to the loca-11

tions and during the periods specified in section 7322(d) 12

of title 38, United States Code, as added by subsection 13

(a), as compared to members of the Armed Forces who 14

were not deployed to those locations during those periods 15

and to the civilian population. 16

SEC. 111. EXPANSION OF PERIOD OF ELIGIBILITY FOR 19

HEALTH CARE FOR CERTAIN VETERANS OF 20

COMBAT SERVICE. 21

(a) EXPANDED PERIOD.—Section 1710(e)(3) is 22

amended— 23

(1) in subparagraph (A)— 24
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(A) by striking ‘‘January 27, 2003’’ and 1

inserting ‘‘September 11, 2001’’; and 2

(B) by striking ‘‘five-year period’’ and in-3

serting ‘‘10-year period’’; 4

(2) by amending subparagraph (B) to read as 5

follows: 6

(E) receives from the Secretary a health 11

examination similar to the health examination 12

referred to in subparagraph (D) and requests 13

inclusion in the Registry.

(2) Relevant medical data relating to the health 15

status of, and other information that the Secretary 16

considers relevant and appropriate with respect to, 17

each individual described in paragraph (1) who— 18

(A) grants to the Secretary permission to 19

include such information in the Registry; or 20

(B) at the time the individual is listed in 21

the Registry, is deceased. 22

(c) INDIVIDUALS SUBMITTING CLAIMS OR MAKING 23

REQUESTS BEFORE DATE OF ENACTMENT.—If in the 24

case of an individual described in subsection (b)(1) the 25
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application, claim, or request referred to in such sub-1

section was submitted, filed, or made before the date of 2

the enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall, to the ex-3

tent feasible, include in the Registry such individual’s 4

name and the data and information, if any, described in 5

subsection (b)(2) relating to the individual. 6

(d) EXAMINATIONS.—Upon the request of a veteran 7

who was stationed at Fort McClellan, Alabama, at any 8

time during the period beginning January 1, 1935, and 9

ending on May 20, 1999, the Secretary shall provide the 10

veteran with a health examination (including any appro-11

priate diagnostic tests) and consultation and counseling 12

with respect to the results of the examination and the 13

tests. 14

(e) OUTREACH.— 15

(1) ONGOING OUTREACH TO INDIVIDUALS LIST-16

ED IN REGISTRY.—The Secretary shall, from time to 17

time, notify individuals listed in the Registry of sig-18

nificant developments in research on the health con-19

sequences of potential exposure to a toxic substance 20

or environmental hazard related to service at Fort 21

McClellan. 22

(2) EXAMINATION OUTREACH.—The Secretary 23

shall carry out appropriate outreach activities with 24

respect to the provision of any health examinations 25

individual’s employment at the Veterans Health Adminis-16

tration is terminated for any reason before the specified 17

termination date of such covenant, subsection (a) shall not 18

apply with respect to such covenant after the date of the 19

termination of the individual’s employment at the Vet-20

erans Health Administration.

formed about any veterans and veterans-related ben-2

efits and programs (including State veterans pro-3

grams) for which they may be eligible; and 4

‘‘(2) facilitate opportunities for such individuals 5

to receive competent, qualified services in the prepa-6

ration, presentation, and prosecution of veterans 7

benefits claims. 8

‘‘(b) AUTHORITY.—The Secretary may award grants 9

to States— 10

‘‘(1) to carry out, coordinate, improve, or other-11

wise enhance outreach activities; 12

‘‘(2) to increase the number of county or tribal 13

veterans service officers serving in the State by hir-14

ing new, additional such officers; or 15

‘‘(3) to expand, carry out, coordinate, improve, 16

or otherwise enhance existing programs, activities, 17

and services of the State’s existing organization that 18

has been recognized by the Department of Veterans 19

Affairs pursuant to section 5902, in the preparation, 20

presentation, and prosecution of claims for veterans 21

benefits through representatives who hold positions 22

as county or Tribal veterans service officers.

‘‘(c) APPLICATION.—(1) To be eligible for a grant 24

under this section, a State shall submit to the Secretary 25

ICE OFFICERS.—A State that receives a grant under this 5

section to carry out an activity described in subsection 6

(b)(1) shall carry out the activity through— 7

‘‘(1) a county or Tribal veterans service officer 8

of the State; or 9

‘‘(2) if the State does not have a county or trib-10

al veterans service officer, or if the county or Tribal 11

veterans service officers of the State cover only a 12

portion of that State, an appropriate entity of a 13

State, local, or Tribal government, or another pub-14

licly funded entity, as determined by the Secretary. 15

‘‘(g) REQUIRED ACTIVITIES.—Any grant awarded 16

under this section shall be used— 17

‘‘(1) to expand existing programs, activities, 18

and services; 19

‘‘(i) OUTCOME MEASURES.—(1) The Secretary shall 7

develop and provide to each State that receives a grant 8

under this section written guidance on the following: 9

‘‘(A) Outcome measures. 10

‘‘(B) Policies of the Department. 11

‘‘(2) In developing outcome measures under para-12

graph (1), the Secretary shall consider the following goals: 13

‘‘(A) Increasing the use of veterans and vet-14

erans-related benefits, particularly among vulnerable 15

populations. 16

‘‘(B) Increasing the number of county and trib-17

al veterans service officers recognized by the Sec-18

retary for the representation of veterans under chap-19

ter 59 of this title. 20

‘‘(j) TRACKING REQUIREMENTS.—(1) With respect 21

to each grant awarded under this section, the Secretary 22

shall track the use of veterans benefits among the popu-23

lation served by the grant, including the average period 24

of time between the date on which a veteran or other eligi-25
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ble claimant applies for such a benefit and the date on 1

which the veteran or other eligible claimant receives the 2

benefit, disaggregated by type of benefit. 3

‘‘(2) Not less frequently than annually during the life 4

of the grant program established under this section, the 5

Secretary shall submit to Congress a report on— 6

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SEC. 716. BURN PIT REGISTRY UPDATES. 1

SEC. 717. BURN PIT TRANSPARENCY. 13

‘‘SFC Heath Robinson Burn Pit Transparency Act’’. 15

(b) NOTIFICATIONS AND REPORTS REGARDING RE-16

PORTED CASES OF BURN PIT EXPOSURE.— 17

(1) QUARTERLY NOTIFICATIONS.— 18

(A) IN GENERAL.—On a quarterly basis, 19

the Secretary of Veterans Affairs shall submit 20

to the appropriate congressional committees a 21

report on each reported case of burn pit expo-22

sure by a covered veteran reported during the 23

previous quarter. 24
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(B) ELEMENTS.—Each report submitted 1

under subparagraph (A) shall include, with re-2

spect to each reported case of burn pit exposure 3

(ii) Notice of, as available— 9

(I) the enrollment status of the 10

covered veteran with respect to the 11

patient enrollment system of the De-12

partment of Veterans Affairs under 13

section 1705(a) of title 38, United 14

States Code; 15

(II) a summary of all health care 16

visits by the covered veteran at the 17

medical facility at which the case was 18

reported that are related to the case; 19

(III) the demographics of the 20

covered veteran, including age, sex, 21

and race; 22

(IV) any non-Department of Vet-23

erans Affairs health care benefits that 24

the covered veteran receives; 25
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(V) the Armed Force in which 1

the covered veteran served and the 2

rank of the covered veteran; 3

(VI) the period in which the cov-4

ered veteran served; 5

(VII) each location of an open 6

burn pit from which the covered vet-7

eran was exposed to toxic airborne 8

chemicals and fumes during such 9

service; 10

(VIII) the medical diagnoses of 11

the covered veteran and the treatment 12

provided to the veteran; and 13

(IX) whether the covered veteran 14

is registered in the Airborne Hazards 15

and Open Burn Pit Registry. 16

(C) PROTECTION OF INFORMATION.—The 17

Secretary shall ensure that the reports sub-18

mitted under subparagraph (A) do not include 19

the identity of covered veterans or contain other 20

personally identifiable data. 21

(2) ANNUAL REPORT ON CASES.— 22

(A) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 23

days after the date of the enactment of this 24

Act, and annually thereafter, the Secretary of 25
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Veterans Affairs, in collaboration with the Sec-1

retary of Defense, shall submit to the appro-2

priate congressional committees a report detail-3

ing the following: 4

(i) The total number of covered vet-5

erans. 6

(ii) The total number of claims for 7

disability compensation under chapter 11 8

of title 38, United States Code, approved 9

and the total number denied by the Sec-10

retary of Veterans Affairs with respect to 11

a covered veteran, and for each such de-12

nial, the rationale of the denial. 13

(iii) A comprehensive list of— 14

(I) the conditions for which cov-15

ered veterans seek treatment; and 16

(II) the locations of the open 17

burn pits from which the covered vet-18

erans were exposed to toxic airborne 19

chemicals and fumes. 20

(iv) Identification of any illnesses re-21

lating to exposure to open burn pits that 22

formed the basis for the Secretary to 23

award benefits, including entitlement to 24
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service connection or an increase in dis-1

ability rating. 2

(v) The total number of covered vet-3

erans who died after seeking care for an 4

illness relating to exposure to an open burn 5

pit. 6

(vi) Any updates or trends with re-7

spect to the information described in 8

clauses (i), (ii), (iii), (iv), and (v) that the 9

Secretary determines appropriate. 10

(B) MATTERS INCLUDED IN FIRST RE-11

PORT.—The Secretary shall include in the first 12

report under paragraph (1) information speci-13

fied in paragraph (1)(B) with respect to re-14

ported cases of burn pit exposure made during 15

the period beginning January 1, 1990, and end-16

ing on the day before the date of the enactment 17

of this Act. 18

(3) INFORMATION REGARDING THE AIRBORNE 19

HAZARDS AND OPEN BURN PIT REGISTRY.— 20

(A) NOTICE.—The Secretary of Veterans 21

Affairs shall ensure that a medical professional 22

of the Department of Veterans Affairs informs 23

a veteran of the Airborne Hazards and Open 24

Burn Pit Registry if the veteran presents at a 25
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medical facility of the Department for treat-1

ment that the veteran describes as being related 2

to, or ancillary to, the exposure of the veteran 3

to toxic airborne chemicals and fumes caused 4

by open burn pits. 5

(B) DISPLAY.—In making information 6

public regarding the number of participants in 7

the Airborne Hazards and Open Burn Pit Reg-8

istry, the Secretary shall display such numbers 9

by both State and by congressional district.

(4) COMPTROLLER GENERAL REPORT.—Not 11

later than 180 days after the date of the enactment 12

(ii) The Committee on Veterans’ Af-13

fairs and the Committee on Armed Serv-14

ices of the House of Representatives. 15

(C) The term ‘‘covered veteran’’ means a 16

veteran who presents at a medical facility of the 17

Department of Veterans Affairs (or in a non- 18

Department facility pursuant to section 1703 or 19

1703A of title 38, United States Code) for 20

treatment that the veteran describes as being 21

related to, or ancillary to, the exposure of the 22

veteran to toxic airborne chemicals and fumes 23

caused by open burn pits at any time while 24

serving in the Armed Forces. 25
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(D) The term ‘‘open burn pit’’ has the 1

meaning given that term in section 201(c) of 2

the Dignified Burial and Other Veterans’ Bene-3

fits Improvement Act of 2012 (Public Law 4

112–260; 38 U.S.C. 527 note). 5

(E) The term ‘‘reported case of burn pit 6

exposure’’ means each instance in which a vet-7

eran presents at a medical facility of the De-8

partment of Veterans Affairs (or in a non-De-9

partment facility pursuant to section 1703 or 10

1703A of title 38, United States Code) for 11

treatment that the veteran describes as being 12

related to, or ancillary to, the exposure of the 13

veteran to toxic airborne chemicals and fumes 14

caused by open burn pits at any time while 15

serving in the Armed Forces. 16
